Is Enough To 


Override Veto 


Compromise Next 
With Tougher Bill 


Passed by House 


W ASHINGTON, May 13— (ZP)—* 


The senate today passed its con­ 
troversial labor bill by a vote of 
68 to 24— more than the two-thirds 
1 margin 
needed 
to override 
the 
presidential veto which some op- 
! ponents 
have predicted. 
The far-reaching measure, d e­ 
nounced by organized labor but 
generally endorsed by many in ­ 
dustrialists, now' goes to confer­ 
ence for com prom ise 
w ith 
a 
tougher 
bill approved 
by 
the 
; house. 
Then 
the compromise version 
w ill go to the White House, prob­ 
ably late this month. 
Shortly 
before the final vote 
the senate rejected 73-19 a sub­ 
stitute bill drafted by a group of 
Democrats 
who 
regarded 
it 
as 
the kind of legisationl Mr. Tru­ 
man would sign. Critics called it 
a “m ilk-and-w ater” bill. 
Roth Ohio senators Robert A. 
Taft and John W. Bricker voted 
for the general labor bill.) 
Senator Taft (Ohio), chairman 
of the senate’s Republican policy 
and labor com m ittee, led the fight 
for the hill adopted. 
Both the senate and the house 
bill: 
1. Outlaw' the closed shop, un­

WASHINGTON, May 13—(/P>— 
President Truman will be on a 
very big hook for a while. The 
hook is the labor bill. 
When he gets that bill from 
congress he'll have 
to 
decide 
whether to sign it into law or 
try to kill it with a veto. 
That will be one of the most 
important decisions of his career. 
When congress came back to 
work last January, Mr. Truman 
suggested it pass some mild legis­ 
lation restricting labor unions. 
The house went far beyond h. 
thinking on this and passed the 
most restrictive labor bill ever 
passed by any house of congress. 
This week the senate expects 
to pass its own labor bill, a little 
milder than the house vers.on but 
much tougher than Mr. Trum an’s 
ideas. 
Then a 
special committee of 
both houses will be set up to try 
to compromise on a single bill 
agreeable to both houses. 
This job should take two or 
three weeks and then the final, 
agreed-upon bill will go to Mr. 
Truman, If he signs it, i f ' law. 
If he vetoes it, and if congress 
can’t get up enough votes to pass 
it over his veto—a 
two 
thirds 
majority in both house and sen­ 
ate—there’ll be no labor legis­ 
lation likely this year. 
The Republicans 
have put all 
their ideas about restrictiing un­ 
ions into one big bill. 
Mr. Trum an wll have to sign 
all of it into law, or veto it all. 
He can’t pick out the parts he 
likes and sign them, killing the 
rest. 
So ifs all or nothing. He could 
have picked what he liked if the 
Republicans had 
passed 
separ­ 
ate labor bills. 
Organized labor, biiter about

congress i 
doing, w ants 
die labor bill vetoed. Suppose ifs 
vetoed and, in that way, killed. 
Then what? 
Organized labor—out of grati­ 
tude to Mr. Truman and bitter­ 
ness toward 
the 
Republicans— 
might throw its support to the 
Democrats in the 1948 presidential 
and congressional elections. 
But suppose this happens: 
Right now, while the govern­ 
ment holds the coal mines, John 
L. Lewis can't call a coal strike. 
The government, however, has 
to give the 
mines 
back to the 
owners July I. Lewis then will 
be free — if there’s no new labor 
law—to call a strike. 
(The labor bill being turned 
out by congress would make it 
possible for the government to pre­ 
vent a coal strike at any time.) 
But suppose a coal strike starts 
July I because, on account of the 
vetoed labor bill, the government 
can’t stop it. 
A long coal strike would cripple 
the country and might cause the 
slow-down or shutdown of other 
industries, throwing millions out 
of jobs. 
Then 
the 
non-organized-labor 
par* of the public might place the 
whole blame on Mr. Truman be­ 
cause of the vetoed bill. 
That kind of public anger would 
work against the Democrats in 
the 1948 presidential elections. 
If Mr. Truman vetoes the bill 
and other big .strikes break out 
this yea1*, Mr. Truman may get 
blamed for them. 
So the Democrats’ victory or de­ 
feat in the 1948 elections may de­ 
pend upon the decision Mr. T ru ­ 
man m akes on the labor bill.

Gangsters Now Keeping Away 
From Jim Prichard's County

BENTON, 111.,—(ZP)—Jim Prit­ 
chard likes to sit in his small inner 
offfiee in the old Franklin Coun­ 
ty Court House and 
watch 
the 
townspeople go by. 
‘‘Hello, Jim ,” they say. 
“How’re your, neighbor?” says 
Jim. 
Big Jim Pritchard has fought: in 
two wars, but his local renown 
lies in the belief he is the toughest 
county sheriff in an area where 
toughness is a virtue—the south­ 
ern Illinois coal mining region. 
Big Jim used to be a baseball 
pitcher* and boxer and is built 
like 
a 
pouter 
pigeon—mostly 
chest. His head is slowly balding. 
His voice is slow and mild his 
eyes are as cold as a couple of 
brown marbles. At 47 Jim —if he 
really gets mad—still prefers to 
toss away his gun and take his 
prisoners with his fists. 
But townsfolk like best to tell 
of how big Jim —who caught a 
piece of shrapnel and a purple 
heart in France in the first World 
War—put the rope 
on 
Charlie 
Birger, most notorious gangster 
ever to reign in the coal fields 
underworld. 
Birger, a flamboyant figure who 
liked to push burning cigarets in­ 
to tjpe flesh of people he had nomi­ 
nated for a ride, ruled vice, gam­ 
bling and 
bootlegging 
in eight J 
Illinois counties when Pritchard j 
took offce in 1926. 
“Stay out of my county or I’ll I 
hang you or kill you.”

answered 
by 
sending 
two teen-age 
brothers 
over to I 
murder the mayor of West City, 
which adjoins Benton. He paid | 
the boys $150—$50 for each bullet I 
they put into the mayor. 
Jim got his first real evidence 
w’hen one boy, imprisoned for a ; 
holdup, tattled in revenge after I 
Birger's gunmen shot to death the j 
other brother for knowing 
too j 
much. Pritchard and othe law' en­ 
forcement officers 
kept 
check­ 
ing for months until they uncover­ 
ed thirteen m urders by the Bir­ 
ger gang. Among the victims were 


a state highway patrolman and 
his pregnant wife.

His case complete, Big Jim rode better y m like

Teachers in Politics

At least once they helped to make a presi­ 
dent.

Now if penicillin 
is given early and in large enough 
doses the m ajority of cases can be 
cured. 
Prevent# Case Developing 
Moreover, the use of penicillin 
helps prevent a great many cases 
from developing. The heart which 
has been previously damaged by 
rheumatic fever seems especially 
subject to invasion by strep viri- 
dans. 
This germ is often found in the 
mouth and air passages. Here it 
does no particular harm. But if it 
g d s into the blood stream , the story 
is different. Such a simple thing as 
the pulling of a tooth may give 
these germs their means of entry 
into the blood, and if the patient 
has had rheum atic heart disease, 
they find it very easy to attack his 
p re v io u s ly damaged heart valves. 
For example, when a tooth is ex­ 
tracted, the germ s present in the 
tooth socket may enter the blood 
stream and lodge on one of the 
heart va lv e s previously damaged by 
rheumatic fever. For this reason it 
has been advised that all persons 
suffering from rheumatic fever or 


after a tooth extraction or an opera­ 
tion on the upper air passages. 
Thus, if the patient is given penicil­ 
lin 
before these operative pro­ 
cedures the disease may be pre­ 
vented. 
Of course, the patient with rheu­ 
matic fever should always be under 
the care of a physician. Pencillin 
has not been found effective in con­ 
trolling this disease. Rheumatic 
fever may start suddenly or gradu­ 
ally with tiredness, pain in the 
joints, and mild fever. The child 
who develops it may lose weight, 
have a poor appetite and pale skin. 
During the active stage of this con­ 
dition, complete rest in bed is im­ 
portant. To prevent a recurrence 
of the condition, the prevention of 
sore throat is im portant. 
Inform the Dentist 
A person with rheum atic heart 
disease should be sure to inform his 
dentist of the presence of the condi­ 
tion before any tooth extractions 
are carried out, so th at the neces­ 
sary treatm ent with penicillin may 
be administered to help prevent bac­ 
terial endocarditis. 
Should bacterial endocarditis oc­ 
cur, very large doses of penicillin, 
as shown by Dr. Leo Loewe of 
Brooklyn, will bring about a cure 
in most cases. In fact, he was the 
first to recommend massive doses 
of pencillin in the treatm ent of this 
disease and we have been guided by 
his recommendation in our work

Expected To 


By-Pass City 


W ashington C. H. M ay 
Be M any M iles Off 
Through Route 


Tentative maps of the new sup­ 
erhighways planned for Ohio, in­ 


dicate that the Cleveland-Colum- 
bus-Cincinnati highway will cut 


through the northeast portion of 
Fayette County instead of follow­ 
ing the route of the CCC highway 
through this city, in which case 
most of the through traffic be­ 
tween the three points will prob­ 
ably 
miss this city 
by 
several 
miles. 
The route traversed probably 
would not be far from the pro­ 
posed 
railroad 
route 
surveyed 
across northern Fayette County at 
one 
time, 
which 
crossed the 
Bloomingburg and Sedalia road 
about one mile north of Yates­ 
ville, and traversed the county in 
a southwesterly direction, touching 
Jeffersonville, as a straight route 
between Cincinnati and Columbus 
was sought. 
Favorable action has been taken 
in the Ohio legislature to date, 
with indications that the tremen­ 
dous superhighway project will go 
through as originally planned. 
The superhighways, which elim­ 
inate all grade crossings, will be 
financed by collection of toll, and 
when paid for, w ill be turned over 
to the state as part of the state 
highway system. 
Originally when the state and 
federal 
government 
planned 
a 
super-highway between the cities 
of Cleveland, Columbus and Cin­ 
cinnati, the general plan was to 
follow the CCC highway most of 
the way, but when it was found 
that no underpass or overhead 
structure could be built in Wash­ 
ington C, H. to eliminate railroad 
crossings, the indications were that 
the route would pass around the 
city. 
Belief has been expressed that 
whichever road is built, that it w ill 
by-pass Washington C. H.
